DENGUE. 
Dengue Epidemic in Savannah, Ga. 

Surg. Lavinder has reported confirming his telegram, of which 
notice was given in last week's issue of the Public Health Reports, 
that dengue is epidemic in the city of Savannah ; that while definite 
information regarding the outbreak is lacking, due to the fact that 
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the occurrence of cases is not recorded in the city health office, infor- 
mation gained from practicing physicians leaves no doubt that many 
cases are present. The disease apparently first appeared about Octo- 
ber 1 . Surg. Lavinder states that he has been able to personally see 
four or five cases. 

Surg. Lavinder reported further October 13: "With reference to 
my recent report of dengue in this city, I have the honor to report 
further that, so far as I can learn, this disease has spread enormously 
and from statements made by conservative physicians perhaps 10 
per cent of the population is suffering from this disease. There 
have been, so far as I know, no fatalities reported."
